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ADVISORY ACTION 

[1] The request for reconsideration in the response filed on 2/27/2006 has been 
considered, however the amendment does not place the application in condition for 
allowance. The amendment to the claims has not been entered because the claims as 
amended would require further consideration and a new search. See MPEP § 714.13. 
[2] At pp. 6-7 of the response filed on 10/9/2002, in reply to a request by the 
examiner to clarify the meaning of the term "derived," applicant stated that the term is 
meant to be interpreted as "to obtain from a source of origin." In accordance with 
applicant's stated definition, claim 29 was then interpreted as meaning the "chymosin 
activity" was obtained from the recited mammalian species. Claim 29 has been 
amended such that the "chymosin activity" is obtained by culturing a microorganism 
comprising a gene encoding the chymosin activity that is derived from the recited 
mammalian species. In view of this newly added limitation to claim 29, a new search is 
required. Furthermore, the claim requires further consideration because in view of this 
amendment, it is unclear as to whether applicant intends for the gene encoding 
chymosin to be limited to those "naturally produced" forms that can be obtained from the 
recited mammalian species as suggested by applicant's stated definition of "derived," or 
whether the chymosin-encoding gene is meant to encompass mutant and variant 
"derivatives," particularly in view of the specification, which states, "the method of the 
invention is applicable to...aspartic proteases derived from a naturally produced 
aspartic protease by the addition or deletion of one or more amino acids or substituting 
one or more amino acids herein" (specification at p. 8, bottom). Because it is unclear as 
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to applicant's intended meaning of claim 29 f a skilled artisan would not recognize the 

scope of intended chymosin-encoding genes as recited by the claim. 

[3] Applicant's arguments in the amendment filed on 2/27/2006 have been fully 

considered. However, in view of the non-entry of the amendment, applicant's arguments 

are not found persuasive to overcome the outstanding rejection(s) as set forth in the 

Office action mailed on 9/12/2005 for the reasons of record stated therein. 

[4] In view of the non-entry of the amendment, the claim status is as follows: 

Claims 1,5-6, 9-14, 16-18, 29-31, 35-36, 39, and 42-43 are pending. 

Claims 1, 5-6, 9, 12-14, 16-18, 29-31, 39, and 42-43 are rejected. 

Claims 10-1 1 and 35-36 are objected to.
